LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


Tho  New  Bedford  Standard  of  August  31  states  as  follows: 

"Broader  inquiry  and  more  trading  characterized  extra  staple 
ccttcn  markets  hero  and  elsewhere  in  Nov/  England  during  tho  past 
week,  and  brokers  and  cotton  merchants  roported  a  much  livelier 
and  mcro  optimistic  atmcsphero  ovorywhero  in  mill  circles.  Reports 
from  cloth  and  yarn  markets  indicate  much  increased  activity 
throughout  gray  goods  circles  and  much  now  business  is  said  to 
have  been  taken  by  fino  goods  mills  and  also  by  somo  of  the  ccarso 
goods  mills. 

*  *  * 

"Although  quick  shipment  has  had  the  call,  owing  to  the  greatly 
doplotod  condition  cf  mill  raw  material  stocks,  thero  has  boon 
somo  trading  in  forward  cotton,  scmo  mills  buying  contracts 
specifying  shipment  in  equal  installments  for  tho  next  throo  or 
four  months.      Though  sales  have  not  been  extremely  largo, 
individually,  thoy  havo  boon  groator  than  has  been  tho  rule  all 
summer  and  thero  has  boon  a  considerable  number  of  them. 

"Domand,  unfilled  at  tho  close  of  tho  week,  promised  another 
activo  period  next  week,  and  cotton  merchants  are  preparing  for  a 

lively  markot  immediately  aftor  tho  holiday.

"Little  intorest  in  Egyptian  or  in  Pima  cotton  has  been  hoard  of 
this  wook,  and  quotations  are  nominally  unchangod  with  trading  light.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  September  7  states  as  follows: 

"Steadily  broadening  inquiry  and  constantly  increasing  volume 
of  trading  was  reported  from  virtually  all  Nov/  England  cotton 
markets  this  week,  and  pricas  began  to  firm  up  all  along  the  line, 
with  the  exception  of  the  very  short  cotton.      Extra  staple  quotations 
on  new  crop  began  to  climb,  especially  on  the  longer  types,  and  in 
some  instances  quick  cotton  also  brought  good  prices,  with  a  very 

occasional  premium  for  spots. 

*  *  * 

"Buying  demand  for  real  extra  staple  cotton  has  been  larger 
this  week  than  for  any  previous  weak  this  summer,  but  has  not  yet 
bocomo  general.      There  has  boon  considerable  doaling,  however,  and 
usually  at  better  prices  than  prevailed  a  week  or  two  ago.  In 
fact  many  of  the  cotton  merchants  and  cotton  shippers  are  now 
turning  down  firm  bids  for  considerable  quantities  of  cotton  because 
the  prices  are  too  low.      On  the  other  hand,  many  are  selling  at 
every  firm  bid  in  the  belief  that  cotton  prices  in  the  South  will 
v/oaken  when  the  full  weight  of  the  crop  is  felt.

"There  has  been  little  demand  for  tho  very  long  types,  but  in 

certain  quarters,   forward  shipment  quotations  on  middling  cotton 
are  availablo  around  700  on  for  inch  and  sevon- thirty-seconds  and 

800  on  for  inch  and  one-quarter.

"Current  prices  on  forward  shipment  middling  cotton  new  or  old 
crop,  classed  on  government  grade  and  staple  standards,  and  based 

on  new  December  futures  are:

"Cotton"  cf  Manchester,  issuo  of  August  23,  1930,  contains  the 
following  dispatch  from  Sccioto  Cotonnioro  d'Egypto,  S.A.E.,  Succrs. 
de  la  Maison  G.  D.  Sarris,  Aloxandria,  datod  August  14:- 

"Although  tho  weather  has  boon  ccclor  than  roquirod  it  has  boon 
loss  damp,  and  reports  from  nearly  all  sections  aro  favcurablo. 
Tho  damago  from  tho  loaf  worm  in  tho  Bohora  and  North  Garbia  has 
boon  oxtromoly  serious,  and  in  scmo  localities  roal  havoc  has 
taken  place.      On  tho  cthor  hand,  non-Sakel  plantations  in  tho 
Delta  aro  everywhere  in  good  condition.      Tho  bell  worm  is  dotoctod, 
in  small  numbers,  in  all  Provinces. 

"The  first  picking  results  in  Upper  Egypt  aro  inferior  in  quantity 
per  foddan  U  those  of  last  year;  however,  it  is  still  rather 
premature  to  be  dofinito  on  that  score."

"Broadening  interest  among  gray  goods  buyers  and  gradually 
increasing  operations  among  fine  cotton  goods  mills  was  reflected 
this  week:  in  greater  activity  in  extra  staple  cotton  markets  here 
and  elsewhere  in  New  England.      Inquiry  was  greater  in  nearly 
every  quarter  of  the  market,  and  sales  in  some  of  the  shorter 
typos  ran  into  some  volume,  though  the  extra  staple  trading  con- 
tinued to  be  in  limited  quantities.

"Little  as  yet  has  been  reported  on  Egyptians  and  Pima.  The 
buying  interest  has  soemed  to  be  dormant  still  in  that  section 
of  the  market  and  prices  are  nominally  unchanged.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  September  21  states  as  follows: 

"Steady  trading  in  extra  staple  cotton  continuod  this  week  in  much 
the  same  way  that  has  been  seen  the  two  or  throo  weoks  provious. 
Sales  were  not  largo,  individually,  but  thoro  wore  a  considerable 
number  of  them  and  buying  interest  was  noted  almost  everywhere. 

"Prices  tondod  slightly  lower  than  the  provicus  week  in  some 

quarters,  as  tho  full  weight  of  the  crop  is  now  coming  onto  the 

market  and  somo  shippors  are  bent  on  moving  a  substantial  volume  on 

a  close  margin  of  profit.      For  tho  most  part,  however,  quotations 

woro  nominally  unchanged  from  tho  previous  week,  but  wore  subject 

to  shading  when  real  business  was  in  sight. 

*  *  * 

"Pima  cotton  is  offered  in  the  market  now  on  an  unusually  lev/ 
lovel,  but  thoro  has  boon  comparatively  little  interest  in  it. 
Numbor  twos  of  very  good  staplo  length  are  readily  available  at 
25  cants  but  no  sales  have  been  roported.      This  compares  with 
medium  grade  Sakollaridis  around  27  cents  to  28  conts  and  with 
medium  grade  uppors  around  22  cents  tc  23  cents.       Noithor  cf  those 
Egyptian  typos  has  boon  active. 

"Spots  have  been  rocoiving  considerable  attontion  owing  to  the 
fact  that  somo  mills  have  allowed  raw  material  supplies  to  dwindle 
tc  tho  point  whore  they  now  neod  quick  cotton.      Spct  proniiurns, 
howovor,  are  not  yot  in  ovidenco,  though  scmo  claim  that  tho  time 
of  spot  premiums  is  not  far  off  in  somo  typos  such  as  inch  and 
throo-sixtoonths,  especially  if  the  increase  in  volume  of  operations 
continues .

"Cotton"  of  Llanchoster,  issue  of  September  6,  1930,  contains  the 
following  dispatch  fr^m  tho  Scciote  Cc tonnioro  d'Egypto,  S.A.E., 
Succrs.  do  la  Mai  son  G.  D.  Sarris,  of  Alexandria,  dated  August  28th:- 

"Woather  conditions  have  been  variable,  hoat  alternating  with 
freshness  and  c._ld  winds,  especially  at  nights.      The  maturity  of 
Sakol  is  said  to  have  been  rotarded  again,  and  picking  is  net 
oxpoctod  to  start  befire  the  second  week  cf  Soptembor;  planters  aro 
complaining  that  a  greater  proportion  cf  bells  havo  been  attacked 
than  normally.      On  tho  < ther  hand,  nrn-Sakol  growths  in  the  Delta, 
Maarad  especially,  are  doing  well.      In  Uppor  Egypt  yiold  results 
ccntinuo  to  be  inferior  to  these  cf  last  yoar."
